In 1866 congress passed 
an opening the court of claims 
to the former owners of this 
property, In the first case which was brought 
the court held that the claimant must prove 


his loyaity te the federal government during 
the war. He could not do this, but he appealed 


to the supreme court of the United States. 
The ruling of the court of claims in this 
ease discouraged and prevented similar suits 
by versons who had sympathized with 
the confederacy. In ISG, the 
time within which suits could 


be brought under the captured and abandoned 


property act. expired, In 1869 the suprem 
court teversed thedecision of the court of 
claims chat proof of loyaliv was necessary in 


these suits. Claimants with perfectly cleared 
titles were then barred by the statute of limi- 
fations because they had been shut out by the 
erroveous decision of the court of claims. The 
billnaw pending simply restores to them the 


right io sue for their own  prop- 
erty. The government does not 
claim it. Alout twenty million dollars hav: 
been paid to claimants who proved their loy- 


ality, and there is now in the treasury nearly 
eleven nullions admitted to belong to persons 
in the scxcral southern states. The govern- 
ment hous the money as a trust fand, await- 
iag its distribution by the courts to its proper 
owners. ‘Tbe bill to allow them to sue is so clearly 
just thatin the judiciary committee it was 
supporicd by republicans and democrats alike, 
and the unanimons report in favor of its pas- 
was made te the house.

On motion of Mr. Gray, the senate bill to 
pay M. C. Mordecai $37,001 in full compensa- 
tion for carrying the mail from Charleston, 8. 
C., to Havana, Cuba, between October, #59, and 
July, 1560, was taken up and vassed, 

On motion of Mr? Mahone, the senate bill 
giving to the court of claims jurisdiction over 
the claim of the legal representatives of Henry 
H. Sibley for use by the government of the 
Sibley tent, was taken up and passed. 

The senate then, at 1:10, resumed considera- 
tion of the conference report of the interstat> 
commerce bill. 

The report having been read in full, Mr. 
Hoar moved that the senate disagree to the re- 
port, insist on its former action and request a 
further conference. 

Mr. Cullom claimed that his motion to agree 
to the report took precedence of a motion to 
disagice, 

Mr. Harris, one of the conferees, desired every 
senator to realize the fact that when he voted 
ou a question ofagrecing or disagreeing to this 
report, he was voting in effect on a question as 
to whether ibere should be any legislation on 
the subject during this congress. 

Mr. Hoar characterized Mr. Ilarris’s state- 
ment as extraordinary and appealed to the 
senate not to submit to that kind of threat. 

Mr. George advocated the adoption of the re- 
port. Ile said he had no doubt that the effect 
of legislation would be to increase freight rates 
temporarily, not because that was the legiti- 
mate result of it, but because the railroad com- 
panies would make it the occasion of unpeces- 
sarily and unjustly raising rates in order to 
bring the measure into disrepute. He was sat: 
isfied that if the conference report were dis- 
ugreed to it meant no legislation on the subject 
during this congress, 

Mr. Hoar—W hy * 

Mr. George—Because, after the extreme con- 

cessions made by the conferees on each side, if 
this reasonable report (inuch fairer to railroads 
than to the people) be rejected, no turther con- 
ssionscan be mace. 
Mr. Hoar— Does the senator mean to say 
that, ifa majority of the senate is of the opin- 
ion that this long and short haul section 
absurd, it will raise rates, not only temporarily 
but permanently, and will defeat the purposes 
of the bill, and that any member of either 
house will refuse to vote for all the other ex- 
cellent legislation (which he also approves), of 
the bill? ; 

Mr. George—There is a feeling, sentiment 
suspicion (if I may use the term), that this bill 
and all legislation on this subject, is to be de- 
feated by dilatory motions. I do not know 
how’far that goes. and do not entertain that 
suspicion niyself. I believe, however, that it 
will be the policy of railroad conmanies 
soon as the bill becomes a law), by all sorts of 
tricks and maneuvers, to raise rates unreasona- 
bly and unjustly, and to charge that to this 
bill. LEvery effort. device and trick wil! be re: 
soited to, by railroad companies, for the pur. 
pose of bringing ‘into disrepute legislation on 
this subject.

SUIT. AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT. 


A Bill Passes the Senate, Showing How 
They May be Brought. 
WASHINGTON, January 13.—In the house, 


Mr. Bland, of Missouri. from the committee on 
coinage, Weights and measures, reported back 
the resolution calling upon the secretary of the 
treasury for information asto monthly pur- 
chases and the coinage of silver during the last 
fiscal year and the first six months of the pres- 
ent fiscal year, and also information as to 
whether the law requiring purchase and coin- 
age of not less than *2,000.,000 worth of silver 
bullion has been complied with. Adopted. 

Bills were passed for holding terms of the 
(‘nited States court at Mississippi City, Miss.., 
changing the lines between the eastern and 
western judicial districts of North Carolina. 

Mr. Tucker, of Virginia, then‘called up the 
bill providing for bringing suits against the 
government of the United States, and, after a 
very biief discussion, it was passed. Its pro- 
visions are substantially as follows: 

The jurisdiction of the court of claims is extended 
by engrafting on the first and second paragraphs ot 
section 1659 revised statutes the following additional 

ubieets of jurisdiction: 

vu) Claims founded upon the constitution of the 
Lnited States, such as for just Compensation for 
j roperty taken for public use, ete. 

(bb) Damages iiquidated or unliquidated. 

¢) Astoallof which, party would be entitled to 
redress against the United States in a court of law, 
equity or admiralty, it the United States were 
suable, 

(id) All setoils, counter claims, claims for dam- 
ages, Whether liquidated or unliquidated, or other 
demands whatsoever on the part of the United 
“tates. 

2, The limitation of all district claims under this 
actis six years, thus excluding all war claims. 

3. Jurisdiction concurrent with the court of 
Claims is given to district and cireuit courts of the 
[nited States in cases where the money value 
does nor exceed $10.000. 

4 The right of appeal is secured in al! 
both parties to the supreme court. 

>», Provision is made for interest at four per cent 
ch a jucement or decree, from its date. 

(, (laims of aliens under a treaty or internation- 
al law may be referred by the state department, 
with the assent of a representative of a foreign gov- 
ernment to the court of claims, 

(. With consent of claimant, heads of depart- 
nenis may refer any claims now pending to the 
court of claims, for judgment therein. 

S. The courtot Claimson any case referred to it 
by congress under the Bowman act as to which has 
jurisdiction, to hear and determine under this act 
may do so. 

This act don't include cases of captured and 
abandoned property. cotton claims or war 
claims,

A Favorable Report on the Charleston Jet- 
ies—Lnnecessary Oticers Abolished. 
WASHINGTON, January h3.—Senate commuit- 
tee on commerce today ordered a favorable re- 
port on Senator Butler's bill, making an appro 
priation for jetties in Charleston harbor, with 
an amendment reducing the amount from five 
to three hundred thousand dollars. The re- 
port on the bill is accompanied by a communi- 
cation from Colimel Q. A. Gilmore, corps’ of 
engineers, indorsing the bill. Colonel Gilmore 


bill commends itself to the judgment of 
every intelligent engineer. The enactment ofsuch 
a bill appears to be absolutely necessary in order 
not only to secure any fair progress in the construc- 
‘ticn of Charleston jetties, but to prevent the com 

plete destruction of the work already doue. The last 
stoppage Of work on this improvement was a very 
expensive one tothe United States, A recent ex- 
amination of jetties disclose the fact that fully 
one-half of the appropriation was made August 5, 
1886, will need to be expended in repairing 
damages that wou not hare 
occurred had there been no suspension of /opera- 
tions. Previous stoppages have not been quite so 
disastrous as this one, and the final result will

doubtless be that the jetties will cost at least one- 


half more than the original estimate ($8.000,000), 
unlessa radical change is made in the ratea’ 
which funds are supplied from this time forward.” 

As to whether the jetties will not be just as 
liable to be damaged by storms after comple- 
tion, Colonel Gilmore answers: 

“No, for the sufficient reason that their outer 
and exposed ends will be protected by materiai 
of ample strength to withstand the impact of 
waters.” 

The house committee on ways and means 
to€ay ordered a favorable report on Represen- 
tative Breckenridge’s bill to abolish unneces- 
sary customs, districts and ports. As acted 
upon by the committee the bill omits, alto- 
gether, the administrative features of the cas- 
ioms cervice and deals directly with the abo- 
lition of unnecessary customs districts and of- 
fcers. Jt provides that the places of unnec- 
essary Officials shall be filled by the requisite 
number of deputies. It is estimated that a 
saving of 54,100,000 will be effected under the 
provisions of the bill, and the services of 100 
cmployes dispensed with.. Sixty customs 
districts are abolished under its provisions, 
leaving seventy-five districts in all.

AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


The President Tenders a Reception to the 
Diplomatic Corps, 

WASHINGTON, January 15.—An overcast sky 
with an occasional down pour of rain and the 
strects and pavements slippery with mnd, com- 
bined to render tonight an unfortunate one as 
regards the weather, for the president’s initial 
recepticn to the diplomatic corps. The gloom 
outdoors, however, only added brilliancy to 
the scene within. At the white house, the 
long corridors and large high rooms were briil- 
iantly lighted, while in every niche were plac- 
ed tropical plants of all varieties. 

Iu the east room the decorations were sup- 
plemented by a great profusion of choice cut 
flowers, while gilded columns were wreathed 
with fern and palm leaves and the large chan- 
deliers twined withsmilax. The Marine band, 
stationed inthe corridor, furnished the music. 

The gaily decorated rooms were crowded 
from 9 tillafter 11 o'clock with congressmen, 
diplomats, judges, department officials, army 
and navv officers and other prominent people 
with their wives and lady friends. 

The receiving party consisted of the presi- 
dent and Mrs. Cleveland. Mrs: Manning and 
Mrs. Vilas. Marshal Wilson made the pre- 
seutations. Behind the receiving party in the 
blue room stood Secretaries Bayard, Manning, 
Endicott and Whitney and Postmaster Vilas: 
Mrs. Charles W. Goodyear and Mrs. George J. 
Sicard, of Buffalo, and Miss Hastings, the pres- 
ident’s neices. who are now guests at the 
white house; the young ladies of the cabinet, 
and Colonel and Mrs. Lamont. 

Mrs. Cleveland wore a trained gown of ruby 
plush, cut square in front witha moderately 
bigh and pointed back: short lace sleeves, a 
Lingle rosebud, diamond necklace with pend- 
ant, and diamonds in her hairand tan gloves 
reaching to the shoulders. 
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THE YIELD OF BREADSTUFFS. 
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A Falling Off As Compared With the Last 
Year. 

W gstuincTon, January 15. 
cfagticuliture estimates of area; 
value of corn, wheat and oats tor permanent 
record, are completed. The oflicial work of 
the year has been thoroughly reviewed with 
the aid of state co-operation and all available 
data of crop production and aggregates are sub- 
stantially those recently reported. The corn 
crop, in round numbers, aggregates 1,665,000,- 
0CO bushels. grown on seventy-five million 
acres and has a farm value of 3610,000,000, The 
vield is twenty-two bushels per acre, four and 
a half bushels less than last year. ‘There is an 
increase of area of over three percent and a de- 
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}-crease in product of fifteen per cent, while the 
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average price has increased twelve per cent or 
from 52.05 cents to 36.06 cents per bushel. 

The aggregate product of wheat is 457 mil- 
lion bushels from an area of nearly thirty-seven 
million acres, having a farm value of $314,000,- 
060. The average value is 68.7 cents per 
bushe), against 77.1 for the previous crop; and 
64.5 cents for the great crop of Isst. This is 
thirty-five per cent reduction from the average 
value between 1570 and 1550. 
‘pring wheat centers is better than was ex- 
pected early in the season, and on the Pacific 
coast. much worse. The general average for 
winter and spring wheat is nearly 12.4 bushels 
per acre. 

The product of oats (24 million bushels, 
five ad less than last year. from an area 
of over twenty-three million acres: produ- 
cing value of $126,000,000. The average yield 
is 26.4 bushels, against 27.6 bushels last year.

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RAILROAD WRECKS. 


Several Lively Shake Ups and Cars on End, 
but No Casualties. 

WASHINGTON, January 13.—The following 
railroad wrecks are reported today: 

The Lehigh Valley passenger train, due at 
Buffalo at 11 o'clock last night, left the track 
at Aitiea, N.Y. The baggage car and four 
coaches were thrown on their sides. Ouly one 
passenger and the conductor of the train hurt; 
both slightly. 

The limited express from St. Louis, on the 
E1ie road, due at New York at 11 o'clock this 
morning, was thrown from the track by the 
rails spreading, near Middletown, N.Y. The 
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tender of the engine, two baggage, three day -! 


ceaches and three sleepers, left the track and 
ran an eighth of a mile before stopping, where 
they still stood upright, but pointed in as many 
directions as there were cars. Everybody was 
well shaken up, but the only man suffering act- 
ualinjury wasthe baggagemaster, upon whoma 
heavy trunk feil, The train was running 
fifty miles an hour when it left the track. 

A second wreck occurred this afternoon 
at Middletown, N. Y.. growing out of the first 
wreck on the Eric. The wreckers had brought 
to Middletown three of the coaches of the 
wrecked train, and while thev stood on the 
main track near the station, the express due 
in Jersey City at 5 o'clock, dashed into them, 
wrecking two engines and five coaches, and 
causing another blockade. No passengers 


were hurt. 
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A LAND GRANT DECISION. 


The Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad 
'! Cannot Condemn Certain Lands. 
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WASHINGTON, January 13.—In the case of | 


the Alabama and Chattanooga railroad compa- 
by against the Tennessee and Coosa railroad 
company, the secretary Of the interior has af- 
firmed the decision of Commissioner Sparks, of 
July 23, 1885, which held that a tract of land 
within the six miles granted limits of the grant 
to the state of Alabama by the act of June 3, 
1£56, to aid in the construction of the Tennes- 
see and Coosa railroad is not subject to selec- 
tion by the Alabama and Chattanooga railroad 
company, as indemnity, notwithstanding the 
fact that the Tennessee and Coosa railroad has 
not been constructed. The decision is made on 
the ground that the grant in question has never 
been forfeited by congress. The case involves 
several thousand acres‘of land in the Hunts- 
ville. Ala., district. 


A Strike Declared Off.

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INNOCENT, BUT HANGED. 


THE SAD CASE OF ROBERT EVAN 
SPROUL, 


Who Was Strung Up for a Murder He Never Com- 

mitted-On the Seaffold He is Notified that He 

is Heir toa Fortune—The Man’s Inno- 
cence Established—Damags Suit. 

OrTrawa, Ont., January 13.—For the six 
mouths preceding the 25th day of September, 
Is85, there was throughout British Columbia, 
and indeed throughout the Dominion of 
Canada, the greatest interest felt in the case 
of Robert Evan Sproul, then under sentence of 
death at Victoria, B.C., for murder. It was a 
cate of life or death with the accused, and 
being an American citizen, and that govern- 
ment being impressed with his innocence, 
taking every possible legal action to prevent 
the hanging of the condemned, tended to 
ereate more than ordinary interest in each 
step of the proceedings which were then going 
on. Robert Evan Sproul was a miner who 
had moved to Canada from Kennebec county, 
Me., im 180. He was the part owner of one 
of the richest mines in the Kootenay district of 
British Columbia. On the Ist day of January, 
12t5,one Thomas Hammel, also a miner, and 
2 pert owner of the Sproul claim, was killed, 
aud. suspicion pointed to the accused Sproul 


as the guilty man. He was arrested and 
charged with the offense, but stouthy main- 


inJned his innocence, and on histrial, which 
was had at Victoria, B. C., endeavored to 
prove an alibi, but failed. After the trial his 
counsel alleged certain irregularities in the 
bearing, among whioh was the non-descrip- 
tion of the court. but the provincial supreme 
eourt sustained the decision of the lower 
court. On the $d of May, 1586, on the appli- 
cation of the prisoner’s counsel, an order uisi 
ior a writ of habeas corpus, or, in the alterna- 
tive, for the discharge of the prisoner, was 
pianted by the Hon. Mr. Justice Henry, of 
the Dominion supreme court, and after delib- 
eration judgment was pronounced by him di- 
recting the issue of a writ of habeas corpus. 
directed tothe sheriff for Vancouver island, 
calling upon him to produce the prisoner, to- 
gether with the cause of his detention. The 
sheriff refused to obey the writ, and on the 2d 
day of August, 1586, an application was made 
for the discharge of the prisoner, on the 
greund that the sheriff had not obeyed the 
writ. After hearing argument thereon Mr. 
Justice Henry ordered the unconditional dis- 
charge of the prisoner. Five respites were 
granted the condemned man by the govern- 
méut, and at last he was hanged by order of 
the minister of justice, who refused to interfere, 
although urged to do so by Mayor ~ Fell and 
some tive hundred residents of Victoria, as 
well as by the secretary of state of the United 
States. 

After the trial, the chief witness for the 
prosecution, one Charles Wolfe, made an afti- 
dayitin due form that the evidence given by 
him at the trial, was false, and the American 
consul at Victoria reported tothe lieuteaant- 
governor of British Columbia that after the

that they were at least fifteen miles from the 
scene of the crime. Asthe murder was com- 
mitted between these hours, according te the 
prosecution, this disposes of the theory that 
the accused Sproul did the deed.

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THE CONTEST IN INDIANA. 


Another Day Spent by the Legislature in 
Contesting Seats. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.. January 13.—In the 
circuit court this morning, in «a application 
filed by President Green Smith, of the senate, 
praying for an injunction restraining Lienten- 
ant Governor Robertson from performing the 
duties of his office, attorneys for the latter 
moved for a continuance until after adjourn. 
ment of the legislature. Judge Ayres overruled 
the motion and gave Robertson until tomor- 
row to answer Smith’s complaint. 

A democratic senatorial caucus was held to- 
night, 72 members being present. On the 
fourth ballot David Turpie was nominated, 
receiving 45 votes. Ex-Senator McDonald was 
bis principal competitor. Four democrats, 
Knights of Labor, declined to enter the caucas 
and it is not known whether they will sup- 
port the nominee. 

In the house this afternoon republicans took 
up the contested seats question and referred to 


the committee on elections. The contest is 
against five democrats—Stull, Met- 
zer, Barnes, Shield. and Molk. 
The contests against Stull, Metzer 


and Shields were based on charges of bribery 


at theelection. The charge against Barnes is 
illega! voting, and Moek’s right to his seat is 
questioned on the allegation that he went to 
Canada and took the oath of allegiance to that 
government. So fareight notices of contest 
have been filed im the house 
and five in the senate. Of the house 
contests, seven are against democrats and four 
of thefive, in the senate, are against the re- 
publicans. Under the rules adopted in both 
houses, members can be unseated on very short 
notice. At present the democrats have seven- 
ty-six voters on joint ballot, and the republi- 
cans seyenty-four. The joint convention for 
clection of a senator mects on the 19th. What 
the next few days may bringforth is impossible 
to predict, but it is possible before Wednesday 
both houses will be the seene of great excite- 
ment.

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» GERMANY FORTIFYING. 


LARGE BARRACKS TO BE BUIL@ AT 
METZ. 
——— ee eee 
While Biemarck is Making Peace Speeches, Prepa- 
rations are Being Made for War-—The Onposi- 
tion to the Government on the Army 
Bill—Other Foreign News Notes. 


Berwin, January 13.—At a meeting of the 
progressist members of the reichstag, held yes- 
terday evening, it was decided to support the 
center for atriennate term as the duration of 
the army bill. There not a symptom of 
weakening on the part of the opposition, or of 
its being inclined to go berond a triennate 
term. Asma!ll number of nobility, whoare 
members of the center, will vote with the gor- 
ernment, bunt their support is not likely te 
affect the fate of the bill. 

The Mulhausen Express says it has authority 
for the statement that troops in the garrison in 
Alsace-Lorraine now number 42,000, includiag 
i6,000 at Metz, and that in the event of the 
passage of the army bill 10,000 reinfortemeats 
will be immediately divided among the garti- 
sons of Wissembourg, Hagenau and Sarabuck. 
The Express also says that barracks are being 
built at Metz which, when completed, will ac- 
commoedate -0,000 men. 

Berwirx, January 13.—The debate onthe 
army bill was resumed in the reichstag today. 
Bismarck again spoke. He said he regretted 
that he had been prevented from listening te 
Richter’s speech denying that the German 
liberal press attacked the chancellor's Bulga- 
rian policy. Germany intervened in Balgaria, 
Pismarck said, solely to prevent the execution 
of the conspirators who were implicated in the 
plot against Prince Alexander, so that the 
mezintenance of peace might be unimpeded. In 
support of this he read a number of dispatches 
and added:

Macon, Ga. January 13.—[Special.]—This 
orning the people of Macon were thrown into 
xcitement by the announcement that Mr. 
‘illiam F. Harper, associated with Mr. R. H. 
lant, agents of the New York Life Insurance 
mpany of New York, had been arrested last 
ight and placed in the Bibb county jail. 
The arrest was made by Sheriff Sam Wercott, 
t the residence of Mr. Harper, last night about 
half past eleven o’clock, and it being so late, 
everybody having left their places of business 
and gone home, it was impossible for a bond to 
be fixed, and the only thing left to do was to 
xo to jail. 
The accusation was brought against him by 
Mr. Robert Plant, his partner in business, and 


is as follows: 

GEORGIA, Bigs CouNTY.—Personally came Robert 
H. Plant who. on oath, saith to the best of his 
knowledge and belief William V. Harper did on 
the “th day December, 1886, in the county aforesaid, 
commit the offense of larcenyafter trust. For that 
the said William V. Harper, on and before said day, 
was the agent of the New York Life Insurance com- 
pany, and as such agent has been entrusted by said 
company with certain notes, checks, drafts and 
bills of exchange, and other writing representative 
of money by said company, and by said company 
authorized to colleet certain moneys, notes, drafts, 
premiums, etc., due on policies of insurance for the 
purpose of collecting tye same and paying the pro- 
weeds of the same and the money or other 
things arising from the sale or  col-

Armed with this warrant, Sheriff Westcott 
proceeded to Mr. Harper's house last night, 
where he found Mr. Harper and arrested and 
carricd him to jail, where he remained until 9 
o'clock this morning, when he was brought to 
Judge Freeman’s oflice for a preliminary hear- 
ing. 

Messrs. R. S. Lanier and John C. Rutherford 
appeared for the state, and Messrs. Hardeman 
& Davis and C. L. Bartlett for the defense. 
Motion was made by the attorneys for the state 
for a eontinuance until they could send to 
New York for a witness; also to get one from 
Americus, Ga. 

The defendant’s counsel objected to this and 
urged that they were ready for trial, and that 
there was no necessity for a continuance, and 
asked that the court would not allow the case 
to goover. There was considerable argument 
upon it, and the court ruled that he would 
allow the case to go over for a week, but after- 
wards it was agreed by counsel that it be con- 
tinued for two weeks. ‘ 

Then came the fixing of the bond. The 
state’s counsel said that they thought the bond 
ought to doublethe amountinvolved, The de- 
fendant’s counsel objected te this and argued 
that it would be an exhorbitant bond and asked 
that the court make it lighter. 

Thecourt said that, while it was his custom to 
require a bond double the amount involved,‘he 
would, however, reduce it in this case and fix 
the bond at $5,000. 

The bond, was drawn and signed by J. W. 
Cabiness, cashier of the Exchange bank. 

Mr. Harper was seen this morning, and 
when asked about the charges against him, 
taid he would be able to clear matters up when 
the time came. That Plant & Harper had been 
doing a prosperous business here, and that on 
yesterday Mr. Plant offered him $20,000 for 
his interest in the business, and in addition 
would give him $500 a month to work for him, 
which he refused. 

SEEKING AN INJUNCTION. 

This evening, Mr. Robert H. Plant’s attor- 
meys, Bacon & Rutherford and R. L. Lanier, 
presented a bill of injunction to his Honor, 
Judge T. J. Simmons, praying that William 
Harper be enjoined from having anything to 
do with the business of Plant & Harpér, and 
from haying any access to the books or having 
anything to do with the mail of 
eaid firm. The injunction was signed by 
Judge Simmons, restraining Harper from’ hay- 
ing anything to do with said firm’s business, 
at the same time requiring Mr. Plant to givea 
bond of ten thousand dollars, which was im- 
mediately made, Mr. I.C. Plant, his father, 
going on the bond.

PURE WATER FOR ALL. 


The Thirsty Inhabitants of the Central City 
to Have Water, 

Macon, Ga., January 15.—[Special.]—At the 
last meeting of the council the question of 
abolishing the present system of supplying the 
thirsty public and of inaugurating a new plan, 
was discussed at some little length. 

The plan proposed by Alderman Horne is to 
establish hydrants at the most convenient and 
eligible spots. These hydrants, according to 
his idea, should be so arranged that one ap- 
proach will be so guarded that people may 
geta drink of water without stepping among 
drinking horses and kicking mules to secure 
it. The other approach to be open for teams, 
and an ample trough provided for their use. 
When the question of getting rid of the sur- 
plus water was sprung, Mr. Horne said that it 
was intended that they should only be placed 
at places convenient for sewerage. 

This will certainly be a grand improvement 
en the present method. Now there are a 
number of fountains, but they are in the mid- 
die of large squares where hackmen and dray- 
men most do congregate, and are not available 
to the general public for quench- 
ing buman thirst. In wet  weath- 
er they are surrounded by a 
desert of mud, and are then almost unap- 
preachable. 

The pumps—most ofthem in the busier parts 
ofthe city, are being abolished—are a sort of 
nuisance. They have passed their days of use- 
— and the sooner they disappear the bet- 

r. 

Macon has as fine an available supply of 
pure, sweet water asany city in the country, 
but heretofore the people have received com- 
paratively little benefit. It has come to a pass, 
now, when the wells are not healthful, in the 
busier portions of the city, and there is an im- 
perative demand for more pure water. So far 
the city has made no contract with the water 
company. They want to contract for ten 
and the company for twenty years. A com- 
promise will probably he effected.

Decatur, Ala., January 13.—[Specia',|— 
After a day of marvelous experience and 
astounding revelation at Birmingham I (not 
having a tent) folded my umbrella exactly as I 
fancied an Arab would fold his, and silently 
stole away. Taking the midnight Louisyille : 
and Nashville train I proceeded to Decatur, to 
be present the next dayin that new field of 
north Alabama boom, and aitend the formal 
organization of the Decatur Land, Improve- 
ment and Furnace company. 

The train was packed. Not an untaken berth 
in the sleeper, and only standing room in the 
ordinary coaches. Several who had gotten on 
with me at Birmingham shared with me an 
unholy martyrdom incident to thejam. My 
discomfo1t was immensely relieved after awhile, 
however, through the extreme kindness of Mr. 
C. H. Williams, of the Montgomery Evening 
Capital. He was good enough to invite me to 
share his seat in thg sleeper. There I met Mr. 
A. Strassburger, of the Times-Democrat. Both 
these gentlemen informed me that they too 
were bound for Decatur, with purpose like my 
own. 

We arrived at Decatur about 4 o’clock a. m., 
to find every nook and corner of hotels and 
boarding houses filled.

The town began to fill 
up With strangers last Saturday, and between 
that time and Tuesday morning, every train 
brought crowds, which swelled the population 
of Decatur to several thousands. On my arri- 
val at the trying hour above named, I found 
the oflice of the Bismarck hotel crowded almost 
to suffocation with all sorts and condition: of 
men, who lounged over tables, across ch .irs 
and on the floor. Despite the extreme disc »m- 
fort of the situation, unmistakable goodehu nor 
prevailed. Innumerable good stories were told, 
and frequent playful banters to trade were 
made, in amiable effort to pass pleasantly the 
tedicus hours. 

There was much talk about getting in on the 
ground floor of the new company, and that was 
the evident aim and ambition of every min.

As coon as day began to break the many mis- 
erable loungers who had been wearily waiting 
for morning to come, began to uncurl and 
stretch themselves preparatory to an early 
stroll of inspection.

with what seemed the first phase of the boom. 

The town generally soon began to wake, 
however, and promptly resuming its excite- 
ment of the day before, a feverish enthusiasm 
spread rapidly, so that by nine o'clock no one 
felt hungry or otherwise in bad humor. The 
streets were thronged, and predictions as to 
how the stock of the new company would open, 
were as numerous as they were varied.

I called on Governer Hill today at the new 
state house, and he fellto speaking in the vein 
that every one who comes to Albany thinks. said 
he: “Weare on the ground where great political 
campaigns have been planned for a hundred years 
and more. Over there stood the mansion of the 
first Clinton, and near it the homes of Jay and Van 
Vechten, and yonder wasthe bouse of Schuyler, 
within the rooms of which not only personal plans 
of a political nature were matured, but plaus of 
wholesome state and even national policy. In this 
mausion Alexander Hamilten wrote some ofthe 
most lumjuous and ablest pages of the ‘Federalist,’ 
a work tbat stands preeminent for its far-seeing 
wisdom, and is honored as the most potent literary 
influence that was wielded in behaif ofthe consti- 
ution. 

“Here flourished the famous Albany regency, 
the leading yg apirit of wh sc | was Martin Van Buren. 


as Was a decemy iri at Nici ‘thecounal of ten in 
Venice, or the notorious cabal in the reign of Eng- 
land’s Charles the second. With;Van Buren was 
associated William L. Marcy, whom 1] consider the 
first of American statesmen; Benjamin F. Butler, 
the learned reviser of our laws, and Edwin Cros- 
well, whose trenchent pen in journalism never 
found but. one rivalin the state. Whatever were 
the fauits of this regency, it was not a junta of petty 
politicians: it was formed of men whose intellects 
placed them in the front rarek of our public men, 
and they commanded the respect of the 
able men of all parties. No other 
city in this country, I take it, except Washington, 
has been the theater of such political action and 
policy as that planned and carried into effect by 
this Albany regency. It made this city the home 
of governors, United States senators, cabinet minis- 
ters and diplomates, for its influence was extensive

“A few years later Albany was the home of an- 
other regency scarcely less powerful, a regency, or 
ring. aS it would now be called, that largely aided 
in forming the great whig party, and whose activi- 
ties afterwards controlled its destinies in this state, 
and toa great extent in the country at large.

The Death of a Good Man. 

Tn the death of Chief Justice James Jack- 
sop, Georgia loses a great and good man, 
whose name is honored throughout the 
length and breadth of the commonwealth. 

As a citizen, lawyer, statesman and judge, 
the dead chief justice leaves behind him a 
record so shining and spotless that it will be 
proudly cherished by his people as a bright 
example and a precious memory. 

He belonged to a family famous in the an- 
vals of our state, and the distinction justly 
earned in his public career was worthy of 
his lineage. But he hada still stronger 
claim upon the love and admiration of his 
fellow men. Throughout his long jife, 
James Jackson was a devoted Christian. It 
was his highest happiness to work fer the 
Master, and through his earnest words and 
pathetic eloquence, many of those who now 
mourn his death were first persuaded to 
give themselves to Christ. It is impossible 
in this briefoutline to sketch the full pro- 
portions of a character and a nature so lofty, 
so pure and so lovable. Other pens will at- 
tempt the task. 

The people ofa great state share the be- 
reavement of the stricken family. But for 
such men as James Jackson there is no 
death—only Eternal Life! 


Is It a Decline or an Advance? 

The Albany Argus laments the decadence 
of the senate. Our contemporary says that 
such senators as Clay, Calhoun, Webster, 
Benton, Wright, Douglas, Chase, Seward, 
and Sumner are no longer to be found in our 
upper house. 

Under the old system, it is claimed that 
we sent our best and fittest men to the senate. 
Many of them were poor, and they remained 
financially embarrassed all their lives. Now 
we fill the senate with millionaires and rail- 
road attorneys, intent only upon guarding 
corporate interests, Ability is thrust aside 
tomake way for men who command the 
potent influence of the ‘‘bar’l.’’ 

This isa gloomy view of the situation. 
It must be recollected that in the days of 
Clay, Calhoun and Webster, our constitu- 
tion was on trial, and the government itself 
was going through its formative process. 
The great questions of the time concerned 
the very foundation of society and the exist- 
ence of the republic. Naturally the men 
who were best suited to the subject and the 
occasion were called to the front. 

We live in a different age, and our legisla- 
tion is, in the main, devoted to matters of 
business. It is not strange that this should 
have the effect of drawing business men into 
politics. And it is not strange that what is 
called a man’s ‘“‘money sense’’ should be 
made the test of his business ability. If 
there was disposition on the part of our 
people to take the possessors of inherited 
wealth and elevate them to the senate, it 
would indicate a rotten ) condition of things. 
But there is no such disposition. As a rule, 
the wealthy men who win political honors 
are men who started at the foot of the ladder, 
and, by theirown efforts, reached the top. 
These men may lack the culture of profes- 
sional statesmen, but they do good work on 
their committees,'and vote on the right side. 
Of course it would be eminently proper to 
send a poor man _ tothe senate if his com- 
manding abilities made him indispensable to 
his people, but in this business age people 
cannot understand how a man of tremendous 
abilities can remain poor. Even our success- 
ful literary men do not remain the ‘‘prison- 
ers of poverty.’’ They adopt commercial 
methods, and take their place among the 
bloated bondholders. It is useless to oppose 
the national drift of things. Our people 
desire to be represented by successful men, 
and in these days success includes'a comfort- 
able bank account. 


Long Hauls and Short Hauls. 

The attitude of the public towards the 
Cullom-Reagan bill is more indifferent than 
antagonistic. 

In point of fact, the bill is not a step in the 
direction of radical reform. It simply pro- 
hibits the abuse of charging more for a short 
haul than for a longer one, which includes 
the less. No mileage rate is established, 
and railroads will be left free to do as they 
please to a reasonable extent. Some absurd 
charges are prohibited, such as $800 a car 
from Omaha to Virginia City, while it is 
only $300 from the former place to San Fran- 
cisco. But the bill does not touch the great 
mass of local discriminations. Perhaps it is 
the work of time to prepare a bill that will 
entirely cover the ground. Now that the 
question of interstate cemmerce regulation 
occupies such a large share of public atten- 
tion, it goes without saying that some very 
earnest and intelligent efforts will be made 
to readjust our conflicting business interests. 


A Handsome Editor’s Remarks. 

Editor Francisco W. Dawson, of the 
Charleston News and Courier, went to New 
York the other day and made a rambling 
speech in behalf of free trade. That the 
speech was rambling is not Editor Dawson’s 
fault. He knows very little about the sub- 
ject on which he spoke, and he is therefore 
not altogether responsible for the inefiective 
remarks attributed to him, “Of what 
earthly use to the general community,”’ 
said he, ‘‘is the reduction of the internal 
tax on liquors and tobacco?’’ And in the 
very next breath he declared, ‘‘We want no 
war taxes.’’ He seems to forget, if he has 
ever known, that the internal revenue tax is 
peculiarly and particularly a war tax, 
whereas a tariff more or less protective. has 
been one of the distinctive policies of the 
government since its foundation. 

In another part of his remarkable speech, 
Editor Dawson inquires, ‘‘Why pay $1.75 
instead of $1 for stockings for your family 
if it were not for the enormous taxes levied 
on imported goods?’ There can be no 
doubt that Editor Dawson’s mind was wan- 
dering when he made this remark. The 
people of the country do not wear silk stock- 
ings. The farmers, indeed, and their 
families wear home-made stockings, or if 
they do not, they are not called on to pay 
more than thirty or forty cents a pair for 
stockings as good as can be imported from 
merry England. 

We understand Editor Dawson’s position 
exactly. He would not object to seeing the 
rice-planters of South Carolina ruined, but 
he would be glad to see the state and county 
tax remitted in behalf of manufacturers of 
cotton goods. Why this discrimination ? 
Why is not the rice-planter, who is com- 
pelled to contend against adverse treasury 
decisions, as worthy of consideration as the 
manufacturer of cotton goods? Why should 
one be ruined by free trade and the other 
sustained by the remission of local taxes?

A Word to the Postmaster General. 

So far as Georgia is concerned, it cannot 
be denied that the mail facilities were better 
and more expeditious, and the entire postal 
system more perfect, during the republican 
administration than at the present time un- 
der democratic rule. 

There is one explanation. Mr. Blaine, in 
his recent speech in Pennsylvania, said that 
Mr. Vilas, the postmaster general, had re- 
tained ninety-six per cent of republicans in 
office in this department. 

This is probably true, and these republi- 
cans are making it count by giving inefli- 
cient service to injure the democratic party. 
THE CONSTITUTION has received more com 
plaints about the irregularity of the mails in 
southern Georgia since the first of January 
than it received in any twelve months before 
Mr. Vilas took charge of this department. 
The mail service in the southern states is a 
shameful burlesque, and if there is no im- 
provement in it, our people will have to re- 
sort to the express companies. 

The men who have charge of the system in 
Washington are not in sympathy with the 
administration. This is what is the matter. 
The head of the department seems to lack 
the nerve to take hold of the matter with the 
firmness and decision so much needed. 

We must haye more attention paid to our 
mail service. Yt is getting to be as unrelia- 
ble in the south as it was under Postmaster 
General Reagan during confederate times. 


Practical Protection, 

- The Charleston News and Gourier has at 
last come to the conclusion that new indus- 
tries ought to receive the benefit of protec- 
tion in some shape or other. The News and 
Courier is one of the few tree trade organs 
to be found in the south at this time, and 
has tried manfully to uphold Brother Wat- 
That it has 
not been very successful in this may be seen 
from its conclusions with respect to indus- 
tries in South Carolina, It says: 

No argument should be needed, at this late day, 
to impress upon the people of any cotton-producing 
district the importance to them of encouraging the 
erection, in theirimmediate neighborhood, of as 
many cotton manufgcturing establishments as 
may be practicable. To accomplish this end every 
reasonable inducement should be held out to capi- 
tal seeking investment. 

The most effective inducement to capitalists in 
this matter, while it costs the state little or nothing, 
and works no injury to the public anywhere, is the 
exemption of new mills from taxation for a term 
of years. The incidental benefits arising from the 
presence and operation of a cotton factory, under 
such conditions, are worth far more than the 
amount of any uncollected tax. It is wiser surely 
to obtain these benefits by remitting the tax than 
to insist upon the tax and obtain neither tax Mor 
anything else. 

A moreemphatic plea for protection we 
have rarely ever seen. For everything the 
Charleston paper says about cotton factories 
will apply to other industries. To remit 
the tax which these industries would other- 
wise pay is simply to compel some one else 
to pay it—but we will not apply the free 
trade argument here, for however powerful 
the free trade argument may be, the News 
and Courieris right to throw it aside. Com- 
mon sense is much better than any theory, 
and the Charleston paper has simply put for- 
ward the suggestions of common sense. 
THE CONSIITUTION emphatically indorses 
the extract quoted above. Mr. Edward 
Atkinson, who is himself a free trader, has 
shown that protection has not only advanced 
the wagesof the laboring man, but has 
cheapened nearly everything he is compelled 
to buy. Protection has aroused and invi- 
ted competition among home manufacturers 
until the necessities of life are as cheap here, 
taking everything into consideration, as they 
are in free trade England. 

Protection in some shape or other is abso- 
lutely necessary to the new industries of the 
south. When it comes to the pinch the free 
trade contingent is a very small and uninflu- 
ential affair.

Pencil Paragraphs and Editorial Shortstops 
Caught on the Fly. 

The poor Georgia crackers are a long-suffer- 
irgrace. Ever since a few men of letters began to 
y ortray their idiosyncracies of dialect and manners 
in such vivid pen pictures that even the crackers 
themselves recognized the portrait, it has been the 


fashion of would-be imitators to write in the | 


cracker dialect. Many of these immature and pre- 
mature authors would not even reproduce their 
cwn every-day dialect, much less the dialect of a 
race of whom they knew very little except the 
vaguest hearsay. I do not know which I most 
sympathize with, the crackers or the cracked, but 
I rather think I feel less sorry for the crackers be- 
cause theswork of the cracked was so wide of the 
mark that it was not recognized even by the 
class of people whom it was intended 
to illustrate, and the crackers have remained in 
blissful ignorance of the desperate work of the 
scribblers. 


There are dialects and dialects. In former days 
Georgia—that is the great crackerdom of Georgia— 
was settled from little colonies of other states and 
countries. Thus, each section preserved traces of 
the local dialect spoken in the region whence the 
settlers emigrated. In the mountain countries peo- 
ple say we’uns”’ and “‘you’uns,’’as‘‘kin you’uns tell 
we’uns the way,’”’ etc. In wiregrass Georgia, these 
expressions are not used except in rare instances. 
In the mountains they call it a “hunk 0’ 
bread,” meaning a piece. lo the 
wiregrass it is a “chunk 0’ bread.”’ 
Foit goes. What is common in one section is 
strange in another. These local phrases and slang 
words occur and are gradually interwoven until 
they become a part of the structure. 


Whatis saidof the whites is especially true of 
the negroes. The negroes of the northern and 
middle counties speak a dialect thatis in Many 
ways different from the outlan¥ish gibberish jab- 
bered by the salt-water darkies, whose gabble is 
just about as intelligible as the chatter of rice birds 
that infest their own tidewater plantations. And 
yet the guileless author will heara conversation 
between two city hackmen and retire to his study 
and evolve a dialect sketch that is a cross between 
the tarheel twaddle and the talk of the typical 
dude minstrel with formidable shirt front 
and burnt cork accompaniments. 
Yet, I do not urge that the dialect writer must go. 
I merely suggest that he goto. Young man, go to. 


I can forgive the beginner, whose simple faith is 
known by his silly works; but, with all due rever- 
ence, I want to suggest that our writers who have 
established themselves in literature, should be 
more careful and painstaking. When Burns wrote 
Scottish dialect he wrote it true to nature. When 
Dickens took hold of the Cockney variations, he 
was painstaking and thorough. Why not give the 
poor Georgia cracker a chance” Before me lieka 
copy of the magazine of all magazines 
that has most encouraged southern 
writers—The Century. It is the January 
number, and isopen at “The Wimpy Adoptions.” 
The author of _ this is Richard Mal- 
comb Johnson, an author of acknowledged 
ability, conscientious andclever. Granting all this 
most heartily, I still beg leave to aiffer with him in 
regard to the outlandish jargon which he makes 
simple Miss Faithy, who is not by any means a bad 
specimen of cracker, utter in the interlocutory 
paragraphs, 


An ordinary cracker, for instance, would haveS 


said ‘‘pertendin’ that with ary one’’ of the green 
switches instead of ‘‘perwidin’.’’ Our Georgia 
crackers do not use ‘‘w’’ instead of ‘‘v,” as Mr. 
Samuel Weller was wont to do. ‘‘When he have 
drunk a gourd I give him’’ would have been ‘‘w’en 
he drunk a gourd full o’ water,” ete. They do not 
go out of their way to substitute the perfect ‘‘have”’ 
for the past perfect ‘‘had,’’ It would be too 
much trouble; and if one studies the dialect 
real closely, !t is clearly obseryable that the 
use of thissame dialectis brought about by a desire 
to shorten sentences and convey the greatest 
amount of information in the fewest and simplest 
words. Further on she says the conjurer was 
‘‘stretchin’ his switches onthe Alford’s preemer-

The tendency of dialect is to shorten matters. 
Therefore, Miss Faithy departed from the ways of 
her fathers in saying ‘‘jedgiments’ in place of 
‘“iedg’ments,” “‘be’n to colleges somewheres, no- 
body knows wheres,’’ would have been ‘“‘some'ers 
nobody knows  wher’,”’ Away over in 
the last paragraph Miss Faithy is 
guilty of a “lapsus linguae,’’ that gives her por- 
trait painter square away. 


She has been blundering along through a hetero 
geneous mass of dialect, bad grammar and Muar- 
ray's English for a dozen pages, and now she must 
needs go and change the ‘‘wher’|’’ of the wiregrass 
to the ‘‘whar’’ of other localities, and by this 
means ignores the blessed-unities. She increases 
her sin of incongruity by calling “‘prayers’’ which 
she ought to pronounce in the shrill Italian souad 
of “a’’ in “‘air,”’ and calls it *‘pra’ars,”’ like a corn 
field darky, or a hoozier from the far west, whois 
‘‘in s’arch o’ b’ar meat.”’ As for her ‘‘sons in-la'y”’ 
and ‘“‘daughters-in-law,” she is more care- 
ful than many well bred people 
who are not sticklers on grammar and 
merely blurt ont ‘“‘son-in-laws and daughter-in- 
laws,’’ to the ‘‘Miss Joneses and Mr. Smiths.’’ No 
wonder she “‘couldn’t cherrip,”’ (she would have 
said ‘‘cheep,’’) when the title of “Brer,”’ in speax- 
ing of Rev. Sanford was putin her mouth. Unetle 
Remus uses ‘‘Brer’’ with great cffect in telling 
‘‘tar-baby, rabbit and wolf’ stories, but only there 
it is properly written. The;cracker would have said 
“Brothuh,”’ at least even by distorting the fina! 
syllable, but it would have sounded nearer like the 
plain English ‘‘brother’’ than ‘‘brer.”’ 

The story is a good one, and I enjoyed it, but 
when a tale relies in a large measure on the ab 
surdities of dialect and manners portrayed, half 
the charm of the tale is lost if these are not drawn 
true to nature. 


It jarson my sensibilities now, when reading 
that dear old folk lore, to come across an instance 
where Uncle Remus, the English scholar, perpe- 
trates a hideous joke on Uncle Remus, the oracu- 
lar darky, and makes him talk like a professor of 
belles lettres. Forinstance, he forgets occasion- 
ally and writes, “I knew it” for “I knowed it,’ 
and the illusion is dispelled and the rounded 
period of the grammarian instantly usurps the 
quaint, cracked yoice of the venerable oracle. Ah 
acquainstance with the mere trick of misspell- 
ing, misabbreviating or distorting good, honest 
English monosyllables, dissyllables and polysy!la- 
bles, can never answer in place of.a thorough un- 
derstanding of the manner of pronouncing words 
and uttering sentences and expressing the 
thoughts and ideas of a rough and uncultured peo- 


pie.

AFTER SEVEN DAYS’ SICKNESS HE 
PEACEFULLY PASSES AWAY. 


* Be Becomes Unconscious Several Hours Before 


Death—In His Delirium He Addresses Courts 
and Juries—A Christisn’s Deathbed—A 
Sketch of His Life and Character, 


Chief Justice Jackson is dead! 
He lived « blameless life and died a peaceful 


ceath. 

“He looks like he is sweetly sleeping, doc- 
tor,” said a member ofthe family to Dr. Biz- 
yell about an hour before death came. 

“Yes,” was the answer, “he is sleeping the 
sleep that knows no waking.” 

And so it was. The great jurist and hum- 
ble Christian fell into a sweet, placid slumber 
and unconsciously passed away, This was jan 
ideal Christian death, 

Early yesterday morning it was announced 
that Judge Jackson was worse, and many of 
his anxious friends hurried to the residence. 
They were told that no material change had 
taken place in the patient’s condition and that 
there was still hope of his recovery. Dr. Biz. 
yell spent the previous night in the sick cham- 
ber, and he watched the progress of the case 
till morning. He saw nothing particularly en- 
couraging, but rather certain symptoms which 
yroused his apprehensions. Yesterday mora- 
ing at 8:30, he and Dr. Alexander held a con- 
ference to determine the exuct status of the 
case. Both concluded that his appearance and 
condition were more unfavorable than ten 
hours before. 

“We saw,” remarked Dr. Bizzell, in describ- 
ing the last scenes, “that his strength was 
waning. We gave him at almost hourly inter- 
vals during the day stimulants, The marked 
feature of the case which we first observed was 
delirium, which manifested itself in short 
flighty spells. These spells became more fre- 
quent, and late inthe day the judge became 
nncerscious. A peculiar feature of his delirium 
was that. whilst earlier, when his mind was 
clear for brief intervals, he indulged in prayers 
and conversed all the while about religion: 
when his mental powers were overtarown by 
the delirium, he went back 
for thirty years. He talked about 
courts and juries, and made speeches to juries 
and delivered arguments to judges. All the 
while, however, his speeches would be inter- 
spersed with short ejaculatory prayers. About 
two o'clock he began losing ground yery rapid- 
ly.. He then began making law speeches again. 
We tinally quieted him toa certain extent by 
giving him opiates. From this timeon his 
strength rapidly failed, and though we admin- 
istered to him large doses of stimulants, they 
did not have the desired etiect. He continued 
to sink until twenty minutes after nine 
o'clock, when he expired, surrounded by 
his family. I have never witnessed a more 
peacetul death or a bappiecr one.” 

A few hours before the sad occurrenc2 a 
number of the most intimate friends of the 
family were allowed to visit the sick chamber. 
Among these were the Rev. Dr. Morrison, 
pastor of the First Methodist church, and the 
Rey. Dr. Hawthorne, pastor of the First Baptist 
church. These ministers offered up most touch- 
ing ani beautiful prayers. 

The very last act of consciousness on the 
part of the judge was making a response to the 
petitions as they fell from the lips of Dr. Mor- 
risen. 

Dr. Hawthorne said after he had come from 
the patient’s bedside: “I believe that Judze 
Jackson hag illumined in his life the Christian 
religion more than any laymanin the charch 
in Georgia, and 1 am sure he will be more 
missed than any other man.” 

The arrangements for the funeral have not 
yet been definitely dec:ded upon. It has been 
determined that the body shall be buried in 
Atlanta, and it is likely that the funeral will 
eccur tomorrow. Due announcement will, 
however, be made in tomorrow's ConsTiITv- 
TION, 

On his way home the reporter dropped into 
Judge Bleckley’s residence,to havea few words 
with the judge regarding the career of one who 
was his bosom friend and his brother on the 
supreme bench. In answer to several ques- 
tions. Judge Bleckley said: 

“With feelings disturbed by the shock of 
such a loss, it is with di@iculty that I can suy 
anything of Chief Justice Jackson cohereat 
enough for publication. 

“Tis great characteristic was goodness. It 
crowned his life, private and public. He was 
penetrated through and through with vital 
Christianity. He found perfect certainty in 
religioustruth. I have heard him say he had 
the Witness and was more assured of. its testi- 
mony than of the correctness of any judgment 
he ever rendered from the bench. 

“During my four Pand a half years of service 
with him in judicial work, 1 never once saw 
him swerve, or slow the slightest inclination 
to swerve, from the exact line of impartial, 
conscientious duty. His constant endeavor 
was todo right. To him justice was holy —so 
holy that he could accept nothing as sound 
law that seemed to violate it. He thought it 
incredible that there could ever be a real con- 
flict between law and justice. 

_“His wind was always warm,but at the same 
time clear, comprehensive and eminently judi- 
cial, He was wise and sagacious: understood 
human nature on both sides, the good and the 
bad, and was invariably pointed and practical. 
That he was an able and useful judge, we of 
this generation all know, and the Georgia Re- 
ports will testify the fact to posterity. , The 
death of such a man is a public calamity, af- 
fecting both church and state, and were there 
net other sorrows deeper than my own to be 
considered, I should count my owa personal 
loss as very greit, for he was my friend.” 

When Colonel! John T. Grant, while at his 
Supper table, was told that Judg® Jackson 
could not possibly live through the night, he 
brok~ down utterly, and exclaimed: 

“There govs the best and purest friend man 
ever had.” 

Inthe family circle, Judge Jackson was its 
life and soul. He was always the leader in 
conversation and amusement. 


James Jackson was born sixty-seven years ago in 
Jefferson county. When very young his parents re- 
moved.to Athens and he was placed at school under 
the immediate care of Dr. Thomas, who wasa noted 
teacher atthat time. He made remarkeble pro- 
gress and soon distanced his class-mates. At this 
schoo} was laid the solid foundation upon which 
his future scholarship was reared. His preceptor 
regarded him asoneof the brightest pupils and 
most exemplary young men whom he had ever 
trained, and he predicted that young Jackson 
would some day make his mark in the world. 
When a very young man the subject of this sketch 
entered the University of Georgia. He pursued a 
full course in this celebrated institution and was 
graduated with great distinction shortly after reach- 
ing the age of ISyears. During his collegiatecareer 
he distinguished himself in several ways. 
The professor esteemed him as a young 
man of extraordinary gifts. His erudition 
and maturity of judgment and severe taste were 
regarded as remarkable in one of hisyears. He 
displayed an unusual aptitude for the classics and 
belles letters, but has penchant was for mathemat- 
ics, and he was acknowledged to be one of the 
ablest mathematicians that this university ever 
produced. Asamember of one of the debating so- 
cieties of the college he came into prominence as 
an orator as soon as he delivered his first address.

bisiative career was not a conspicuous one

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then elected clerk of the state senate. a 
position which he filied with great ability for sev- 
eral years. He was scarcely thirty yearsold when, 
in 150, he was elected judge of the stiperior court 
of the then Western or Athens circuit. He was one 
of the youngest men, if not the very youngest man, 
ever elected to the bench in Georgia. He wore 
his judicial robes with grace and dignity, He was 
a just and humane jndge. His learning and dis- 
criminating Jegal acumen, coupled with a broad, 
liberal, enlightened and just conception of his du- 
ties, rendered him one of the ablest as well as one 
of the most popular judges that ever wore the erm- 
ine. He was respected and beloved by the entire 
bar. He was an eminently safe judge too, for very 
lew of bis decisions were appealed from. He !cft 
the bench in 1557 to goto congress, having been 
elected over the Hon. Bill Simmons, then of Gwin- 
nett, Lut now of Norcross. 

While in congress he and General Gartrell were 
colleaguesanda sat together. His congressional career 
was not noteworthy. Hetook partin very few of 
the detates, but whenever he spoke his utterances 
ccmmeaended the respectful heari ofthe honse. 
Just before Georgia seceded frow the union, he left 
congress and again turned his attention to the 
practice of the law. He went to Macou and form- 
ed acopartnership with Howell Cobb, the firm 
name being Jackson & Caebb. For some years 
these two distinguished lawyers devoted themselves 
tirelessly to law, and during their copartnership, 
figured as counsel in manyof the most important 
equity suits of that period. They were phenome- 
nally successful, and their reputation extended 
beyond the borders of the state. After Howell 


Cobb’s death, Judge Jackson became a member of. 


the law firm of Nesbit & Simmons. He practiced 
with them till July, 1875, when he was appointed 
un) associate jnstice of the supreme court. He held 
this position until the spring of 1880, when Gover- 
nor Colquitt appointed him chiet justice to tempo- 
rerily succeed Chief Justice Warner. In the fol- 
lowing November tbe legislatnre elected him for a 
full team of six years. Last December the general 
assembly unanimously elected him for six more 
yeens. Only afew weeks ago he took the oath of 
omce., 

During his long service as the head of the high- 
est tribunal inthe state, Judge Jackson bore him- 
self with modest dignity. He was uniformly 
c urtecus ald considerate, but firm. The lawyers 
from all parts of the state, who have appeared in 
thesupreme court, concur in estimating Judge 
Jackson's legal ability as fully equal te that of any 
of his predecessors. His colleagues on the bench 
always held his ability to be of the very highest 
order. The verdict of the bench and the bar of the 
state is, that Georgia never had a better chief jus- 
tice than James Jackson. 

Judge Jackson was always an old-ligae democrat. 
He never was what might be termed a successful 
politician, because he would never become a party 
to any iptriges orschemes. His course was always 
unflinching He never connived at any procecd 
ings which were wrong, and would never partici- 
pate in any questionable transactions. He was a 
man of robust honesty. His methods were direct, 
and his conduct was always open. His organ of 
secretiveness was exceedingly small, and he could 
not conecal from others facts which had come to 
his own knowledge, 

In 1855 Judge Jackson married his first wife, a 
Miss Mitchell, of Milledgeville. She was the 
daughter of Walter L. Mitehell, for many years 
state treasurer of (:eorgia. This was one of the 
happiest marriages ever solemnized, and as the 
result of the union five children were 
born—four @aughters and one — son. His 
son, a yCung man of great promise, went to Mi; 
sissippi to practice law, and there died. One of his 
davehbters married Mr. Joe Serutchens. Another 
marnied Professor Slaton. Both now reside in 
Atlanta. The two other daughters are wamarric t. 
About fourteen years ago his wife died, and be 
twecn two and three years later Judge Jackson, 
while attending a Methodist conference inthe west, 
met Mrs. Seotield. A few months later Mrs. 
Seofield betame his wife. No children were born 
unto the judge by his second wife. Judge Jackson's 
only surviving sister is the wife of Colonel John 
Grant, who, though advanced in years, is in good 
health. 

Judge Jackson possessed a peculiarly domestic 
and affectionate disposition, and bis home life was 
always delightful. Ofa uniform. cheerful and gen 
tle pature, his benign influence was infectio'rs, 
and while always happy himself he possessed the 
faculty of making allaround him happy. Early 
in life he joined the Methedist church, as has been 
stated, end was always afterward a devout church 
map. <A consistent Christian, his virtues illumined 
his long and useful life, and his influence wasa 
power for good in the community. His greligion 
was of that modest, gentlemanly and unostentious 
type, Which wins the love and respect of even the 
ungodly. In all things he was conservative. 
He never indulged ' = in excesses; never 
went to extremes. He was forgiving to his enemies 
aud never harbored resentment against any man. 
lie was, however, uncompromising and inflexible 
inexecuting what he believed to be right. He 
was fpll of meral bravery. but wholly devoid of 
the spirit of contention. As far as is known he 
was pever in his hfe involved ina fight, a news- 
paper controversy ora law suit. Amiability was 
one of his marked traits. His heart was brimfull 
of charity, and he nevertired of deing good works. 
His benevolence knew no bounds, His charity 
was only circumscribed by his lack of wealth, for 
he ‘generally kept himself poor by giving the 
greater part of his income to the poor. No 
one ever appealed in vain to him 
for a His habits were regular and his tastes 
siinple., 

Asa literary critic his taste was critical and his 
judgment unerring. He was a scholarly writer, 
a chaimireg conversationalist and a finished orator, 


SENSATIONAL LIBEL SUIT. 


A Minister Wants Damages from Those Who 
Have Blackened His Character. 

JACKSON, Tenn., January 13.—VPapers were 
completed here today for what will be one of the 
mcst sensational! suits ever brought in a Tennessee 
court. Rey. Dr. Frederick Howard, editor of the 
True Baptist, and pastor of the Central Baptist 
church of this city, formerly of Atlanta, will bring 
a libel suit for $50,000 against fifteen leading citi- 
zens of Jackson, a prominent physician of Nash- 
ville, a leading jeweler of Memphis and four 
newspapers, the Nashville Baptist, the Reflector at 
Chattanooga, the Tennessee Baptist at Memphis, 
and the Fork Deer Blade of Jackson. These pa- 
pers last spring §published an article severely 
reflecting upon the character and past record 
of Dr. Howard, which was signed by the persons 
against whom the suit is brought. These 
are Rey. J. L. Vass, pastor of the First Baptist 
church of Jackson; Professors George W. Jarmon, 
H. ©. Irby and F. J. Dupree, of the Southwestern 
Baptist university: Messrs. W. D. Dupree, A C, 
White, L. B. Shelton, R. B. Williams, B. 0. Snyder, 
Finley Snyder, T. M. Gates, J. R. Withers, C. A. 
Brown. W. R. Heayner, Rey. k. B. MeNeal and Dr. 
(;.C, Savage, of Nashville, and D. W. Hughes, of 
Memphis. 

The article charged Dr. Howard with conduct 
unbeecming a minister, the specifications inelud- 
ing swindling and forgery. It also alleges that he

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., January 13.—Negotia- 
tions were completed here today by which a 
syndicate of Dutch bankers in Amsterdam, Hol- 
land, acquired from the Florida Land Mortgage 
company, “limited,” a vast body of timber land 
in west Florida. The purchase embraces a 
solid area of nearly nine hundred square miles 
heavily timbered. Thisis the largest single 
transaction made in the state since the great 
Disston sale in 1881. The syndicate proposes 
to forma great land and colonization compa- 
ny, building a railroad into the purchase and 
colonizing from Holland. 


The Coal Famine in Brooklyn. 

New YORK, January 13.—Coal is so scarce in 
Brooklyn that most of the small factories will 
be* forced to stop work in aday or two and 
lay off their men. Coal dealers refuse to sell 
large quantities, even when offered eight dol- 
lars per ton—double price. Some factories 
have begun to use crude petroleum, conducting 
it from tanks to their furnaces in pipes to 
burners under the boilers. They are very 
much encouraged over their experiments in 
this direction and they may result in many 
permanent changes of this kind. 


The Texas Senatorship. 


PALESTINE, Tex., January 13.—Congress- 
man John B. Reagan arrived here at 7:30 yes- 
terday morning and spent theday with his 
family.

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SYNDICATES AT WAR. 


EACH TRYING TO SCOOP ITS COM- 
PETITOR. 


The Negotiatiors on Foot for the Consolidation'‘of the 
Richmond avd Danville, the East Tennessee, 
and tbe Norfolk and Western Railroais— 

The Schemes Outlined —Rail Notes. 


New York, January 13.—{Special.]---The 
rumors of an alliance of some kind between 
the Richmond and West Point Terminal com- 
pany, and some other southern railroads which 
have been smouldering for a few weeks, have 
burst into a fresh flame in Wall street, in the 
last two days. The activity ofthe southern 
stock, especially of Richmond and West Point, 
was the chief feature of the stock market. The 
price of Terminal stock rose over three per 
cent on Wednesday, and a similar gain was 
scored, though the last price was the highest 
for the day, and after the close of business it 
was reported that bids of one per cent above 
the final price had been made in the street. 
The advance was accompanied naturally by all 
sorts of rumors in regard to the future of the 
company. It was regarded as certain that 

. A BIG DEAL WAS IN PROGRESS, 

but the shape which it was likely to assume 
was not made clear. It was rumored, among 
other things, that the Ist Tennessee people 
bad been trying to secure control of the Termi- 
nal company, and that their purposes had ad- 
vanced the price of the stock without the object 
having been attained. Another story was 
told to the effect that the Norfolk 
and Western Union company, having failed 
in getting a controlling interest in the East 
Tennessee property, were trying to buy control 
of the Terminal stock, in the hope of accom- 
plishing their purposes in that way. The 
directors of both the Terminal and the East 
Tennessee companies denied that anything had 
been done, although they admitted that nego- 
tiations had not been. abandoned. The only 
fact that could be obtained in regard to the 
affairs of the companies was that the directors 
of the Terminal company, at a meeting, 
appointed a committee authorized to condact 
the negotiations with the East Tennessee com- 
pany. The committee consists of George F. 
Stone, T. M. Logan, James B. Pace, Emmel 
Lehman and J. A. Rutherford. In regard to

CONTROL OF THE TENNESSEE ROAD, * 
Gencral Samuel Thomas, one of the largest 
owners, said that he knew nothing of any 
negotiations in that direction, Calvin S, Brice 
who, with Genera! Thomas, holds control of 
the East Tennessee stock, is absent from the 
city, but it is understood that he may retura 
from the west tomorrow. While the nature 
of the plan has been shronded in mystery, the 
current belief is that it embraces a combina- 
tion of the Norfolk and Western, or the Rich- 
mond Terminal, with the East Tennessee. 
Thig plan would probably involve 
a small guaranteed dividend upon 
the East Tennessee preferred stocks, 
and the sum could not be large, because a sav- 
ing must be made somewhere, in order tomake 
the consolidation at all profitable. As the 
weakest of the companies, the East Tennessee 
will doubtless receive the least consideration. 
This probably is what has occasioned the de- 
lay, and recently spread the belief that the ne- 
gotiations had been abandoned. Inthe presi- 
dency of Genéral’Alexander, the Terminal has 
already obtained a practical alliance with the 
Georgia Central, and if the East Tennessee 
should be added, it would control a grandJjroad, 
5,783 miles of track and several steamship lines 
of profitable character.

TEXAS NOT SATISFIED. 


But Claims to be Entitled to a Large Slice of 
Indian Territory. 

Avstix, Texas, January 13.—Senator Bell 
today introduced a bill in the legislature, draft- 
ed by Colonel Freeman, of the boundary com- 
mission, which provides for the removal of the 
boundary question between Texas and the 
United States from the jurisdiction of congress 
tothatof the United States supreme court. 
The bill empowers the state officers of Texas 
to begin suit against the state of Kan- 
sas =6slsto’«sCdry «the title oS ss larze 
portion of southern Kansas about the area of 
the state of New Hampshire. It is thought 
from newly discovered evidence, unearthed 
during the last few months, that Texas not 
only has legal claims to what is now known as 
Green county, but to the whole western half of 
the Indian territory and a large slice of Kan- 
sas. Inasmuch as Texas and the federal gov- 
ernment have been unable, after ,twenty years 
quibbling, te fix the question of the (Green 
county boundary, the bill proposes that suit be 
instituted against the sovereign state of Kan- 
sas, and if Texas wins the suit on evidence of 
old maps and the terms of the boundary settle- 
ment, it is calculated that the precedent thus 
established would compel the supreme court to 
allow her claims to Green county, and the 
within half of the Indian territory. The bill 
provides for the expenses of the suit, which are 
estimated at $70,000. 


TEXAS CROPS. 


Nearly the Entire Cotton Crop in Market— 
Estimates Being Lowered. 

GALVESTON, Texas, January 13.—The gen- 
eral drouth which has prevailed over almost 
the entire state of Texas for the past six 
weeks remains unbroken, and the situation in 
many sections is rapidly growing serious. [e- 
ports from all parts of the state indicate that 
cattlemen and farmers are becoming alarme:! 
at the outlook. Exceptin the coast country, 
no rain ef any consequence has fallen through- 
out the entire state since early last September, 
and cattle ranges are covered with dead grass 
devoid of nutrition. The drouth has seriously 
injured winter wheat, but in the cotton 
districts the continued dry _ weather has 
greatly facilitated the movement of the crop. 
From statistics now being gathered by leading 
members of the cotton exchange here, it is dis- 
covered that the movement of cotton in Texas 
has been unprecedented, nearly the entire crop 
being marketed at this date. Estimates based 
upon partial returns today, show that at thirty- 
five of the principal interior cities of Texas, in- 
cluding Houston, Dallas and Branham, the 
total stock in sight aggregates about 70,00) 
bales. This result proved a great surprise to 
the cotton men, many of whom in consequence 
are materially reducing their estimates on the 
total output in Texas. 


TELEPHONE SUITS. 


A Bill Filed in the United States Court in 
Massachusetts, 

Boston, January 13. — District Attorney 
Stearns, on behalf of the government, today 
filed in the United States circuit court a bill of 
complaint of the United States against the 
American Bell Telephone company and Alex- 
ander Graham Bell. The bill is essentially the 
same as one dismissed from the Ohio circuit of 
the United States court on the ground of a lack 
of jurisdiction. The bill sets forth, at great 
length, reasons why the government charges 
that the patents were wrongly issued, the 
allegations being precisely the same as 
were contained in the Columbus bill. The 
only additional allegation of consequence is 
that Professor Bell failed to comply with the 
regulation of the patent office requiring a pat- 
entee to-file a working model of his invention. 
The counsel for the government, besides Dis- 
trict Attorney Stearns, are Solicitor General 
George A. Jenks, acting attorney general; 
Hon. Allen G. Thueman, John Goode, Gros- 
venor P. Lowery, Hunton & Chandler and 
Charles S. Whitman. The answerof the de- 
fendants will be due on the first Monday in 
March, and the case will then take the usual 
course,

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-CLUVEBRIUS HOPING WHEN THERE 
1S NO HOPE. 


The Gondemned Man Reading the Bible and the 
Newspapers- His Parents Not Yet Arrived in 
Richmond—The Execution te be Private 
— The Lew on Capiral Punishment.

From the Ricemond State, January 12th. 

Thomas J. Cluverius, the convicted murderer 
who will pay the penalty of his crime upon the 
gallows Friday, arose this morning about § 
o'clock, and after dressing himself sat down in 
the arm-chair which he keeps placed in the 
center of his cell and commenced to read his 
Bjble. He read it closely, and after going 
over several chapters he laid the sacred volume 
aside and picked up a morning paper. His 
eyes fell first upon the article about himself, 
and when he had read down to where refer- 
ence was made to the prayers offered in St. 
James’sand Moore Memorlal Episcopal churches 
in his behalf, he paused awhile and, in a medi- 
tative mood, glanced towards the win- 
dow of his cell. Itseemed that he read over 
several times the prayers offered in his behalf, 
and after doing this, he laid the paper down 
upon his couch, rubbed his left hand over his 
face, and this was followed by a noticeable 
sigh. He did not ery or shed a single tear, but 
appeared to be in deep anxiety. Presently he 
picked the paper up again and glanced down 
the telegraphic columns. 

DECLINES TO SEE VISITORS. 

Several persons called at the jail this morn- 
ing tosee the condemned man, but he declined 
to give them audience, saying he was engaged 
and did not care to see any visitors. His im- 
mediate friends he isalways glad to see, but he 
does not like to be gazed at by persons who call 
tosee him simply out of curiosity. He was 
engaged awhile this morning writing, and 
when at his task his pen glided rapidly 
and he wrote a smooth and even 
hand. What he was writing no one 
but himself knew. It may have been a letter 
to some relative or friend, it may have been an 
addenda to his book, or it may have beena 
confession. If it was the latter he has not so 
informed any one at the jail. In his book he 
docs not make a confessien; but, oa the other 
hand, argues his case and reviews the evidence 
with the ability of the shrewd young lawyer 
that heis. His book without a confession will 
fall flat when compared to what it would be 
with an acknowledgement of the crime. 

DOES NOT REALIZE HIS POSITION. 

The prisoner evidently does not yet fully 
realize the awful position in which he is placed. 
To look at him closely one would notthink that 
he believes the sentence of the court will be 
carried out next Friday. He seems to be 
buoyed up by some hope, the foundation of 
which is perhaps known only to himself. 
Maybe he will send tothe government today 
or tomorrow a lot of letters received from 
some members of the legislature and others 
favoring executive clemency. These letters, 
it is understood, have been care- 
fully arranged by the prisoner, who 
will perhaps ask for a further reprieve that the 
governor may be able to peruse them. The 
governor is thoroughly familiar with all the 
details of the case; in fact, he is as well posted 
as anybody in regard to the matter,and knows 
a great deal more than those who have written 
to bim inbehalf of the condemned man. He 
has made it his business to studythe case, and 
occupying the position that he does, he could 
not have acted other than he did, unless he had 
set aside the mandate of the courts without se- 
curing new light upon the case to warrant such 
action. 

ANXIOUS TO WITNESS THE EXECUTION. 

Deputy Sergeant Macon said today that no 
less than a thousand persons had made applica- 
tion to witmess the execution. A number of 
letters were received today from persons in the 
north claiming to be newspaper correspondents, 
asking for admission in the jailyard on the day 
of the execution. It is strange, indeed, that 
persons whose business does not require them 
to be present at the execution should wish to 
be there. Sergeat Smith will strictly carry out 
the law prohibiting public executions, which 
reads as follows: 

‘Be it enacted by the general assembly: That it 
shal] not be lawfm hereafterin this state to exe- 
cute the death penalty on any condemned crimi- 
nal in a public manner, but only in the presence 
ot such officers of the law as may be necessary to 
see that the sentence of the court is properly car- 
ried into effect.”’ 

The codified law in relation to capital pun- 
ishment says: 

“At the execution there shall be present, besides 
the officers of said court, such other officers and 
such guard and assistants as the officer executing 
thesentence shall see fit. He shall request the 
presence of the attorney for the commonwealth in 
said court, the clerk thereof, and twelve respecta- 
ble citizens, including a physician or surgeon, and 
he shall permit the presence of the counsel for the 
convict, and such ministers of the gospel as he 
shall desire, and such of the convict’s relatives as 
the officer shall deem prudent.”’ 

NO NEW APPLICATION TO THE GOVERNOR, 

Up toone o'clock this afternoon no applica- 
tion had been made tothe governor for a fur- 
ther reprieve. Unless the governor interferes 
the condemned man will be hung Friday next 
between the hours of sunrise and sunset. The 
law says “between sunsise and sunset,” but 
executions in Virginia always take place be- 
tween twelve and one o’clock. 

No persons except those prescribed by law 
will be admitted into the jail yard to witness 
the execution except sworn officers. The 


hanging will be sworn in as officers of the law, 
and the oath wil] be administered to each of 
them, says Deputy-Sergeant Macon, by Mr. 
Lawton, clerk of the husting’s court. 
DISTRIBUTING HIS EFFECTS. 

The condemned man has written a will, as 
it were, distributing his personal effects. He 
has very little personal property, but what he 
has he will give to those “near and dear to him.” 
As to the beautiful flowers which he has 
sO carefully nurtured he _ has not 

et decided to whom he will give them. He 

as some pretty geraniums and other flowers 
on his window-sill, and under the rays of the 
sun, which shoot through the window-payes, 
these flowers have grown beautitully, and have 
afforded no little comfort to the condemned 
man during the weary hours of his long con- 
fnement. Quitea number of persons who 
have visited the prisoner in hiscell have, when 
leaving, plucked a leafortwo from the lar- 
gest geraniums, and whenever this was done 
the prisoner would smile a smile of appoval, 
and seemed to appreciate any attention paid 
to his collection of flowers. 

HIS PARENTS NOT YET HERE. 

If the parents of the condemned man are in 
the city it was not known this morning. They 
had not called at the jail up to 1 o’clock, and it 
is believed that the severe weather prevented 
their coming to the city today. 

The father and mother of. the prisoner are 
both in bad health, and it is very severe on 
them to make a trip to Richmond in such cold 
weather. The prisoner's mother has made one 
visit to ker ill-fated son since his arrest. 
This fact escaped recollection when 
the report in yesterday’s btate was writ- 
ten. She has been anxious to come here, bnt

The prisoner is anxious to see 
his parents before he is hurled into eternity, - 
and when he talks about his mother he looks 
sadder than usual, and doubtless wishes that 
he kad followed her instructions, 
CALLING ON THE GOVERNOR. , 

Mr. John B Crenshaw called on the govern- 
or this afternoon in behalf of the condemned 
man. Mr. Crenshaw yesterday sent the gov- 
<rpor a petition asking fora commutation of 
scntence. The petitioner is opposed to capital 
punishment. The governor carefully read the 
reper, but did not say that he would comply 
with the request made therein. ) 

‘ ANOTHER POINT RAISED, 

Today Mr. Bev.T. Crump, of counsel for 
Thomas J. Cluverius, ap before Judge 
Thomas S. Atkins, of the hustings court, and 
raised the question as to the right of City Ser- 
geant Smith to carry out the mandate of the 
court in regard to the exeention of Cluverius, 
as Mr. Smith had not qualified by giving bond 
to the city council, as required by the charter 
of Richmond which was enacted May 24th, 
1570. 

Judge Atkins informed Mr. Cramp that he 
would look into the question. The judge had 
a conference with Mr. C. V. Meredith, wao 
was the acting commonwealth’s attorney at the 
Cluverius trial. The law was examined, and 
they found that on July 11, 1870, the legisla- 
ture passed an act providing thatin all cities 
containing over five thousand inhabitants “the 
city sergeant shall qualify before and give 
bond to the judge of the hustings court,” there- 
by revealing that provision of the city charter 
requiring the city sergeant to qualify before 
the city council. 

PRAYING WITH THE GOVERNOR. 

Mr. Kufus King, a Quaker preacher from 
John B. 
Crenshaw to the governor’s mansion this after- 
noon. Mr. King said he wason his way to 
Philadephia and could not pass through Rich- 
mond without seeing Cluverius and the gover- 
nor also. He, like Mr. Crenshaw, was opposed 
to capital punishment and urged the governor 
to reprieve the condemned man until the legis- 
lature could meet, Their idea was to endeavor 
to get the legislature to abolish capital 
punishment. While they were at the 
governor’s office in the mansion General 
Wickham came in an intimated to Mr. 
Crenshaw that his petition should have been 
sent tothe general assembly instead of the 
governor. The four gentlemen talked awhile 
about the case, and when Mr. King was about 
to leave he asked the governor if he would ob- 
ject if he (King) would pray for him for his 
delivery from death during the war. Mr. King 
was a confederate soldier, and told the gover- 
nor that he (King) was carrying on a spiritual 
war now instead of a carnal war. The gover- 
norand General Wickham knelt down, and 
Mr. King offered up a fervent prayer, after 
which Mr. Crenshaw and his companion left, 
the governor not giving them any satisfaction. 
Mr. King then went down tothe jail and 
prayed for Cluverius. 


THE GOVERNOR'S ANSWVER. 


Cluverius Will Probably Get a Further Re- 
prieve. 

RICHMOND, January 13.—Governor Lee has 
notup tothis hour—I0 p. m.—signified his 
intention to further reprieve Cluverius, the 
condemned murderer of Lillian Madison, who 
is under sentence to be hanged tomorrow. 
Very strong influence has been brought to bear 
upon the governor to influence him to exercise 
clemency, and a large portion of his time lately 
has been occupied in giving attention to this 
case. Last night and today he has had under 
considerttion the appeal of the doomed man’s 
brother for a further reprieve. The governor, 
accompanied by State Attorney General Ayres, 
Major John W. Daniels, and Charles V. Mere 
dith, who led in the prosecution 

Cluverius, this afternoon visited 
the reservoir’ where Miss ison’s 
body was found, and there made a full investi- 
gation of the surroundings, and interviewed 
employes of the works, who were witnesses at 
the trial of Cluverius, Tonight, at 10 o'clock, 
Rev. Dr. Hatcher, the prisoner’s spiritual ad- 
viser, is in a private conference with the gov- 
ernor, endeavoring to persuade him to grant 4 
further réprieve. 

At midnight, Beverly Crump, of Cluverius’s 
counsel, after along interview with the gov- 
ernor, was told that a final answer would be 
given at 9 o'clock this morning. This is con- 
strued to mean that the governor may grant a 
reprieve,

COTTON ESTIMATES. 

Some English Views of the Size of the Pres- 


ent Crop--Lower Prices Predicted. 

The Liverpool Post of the 11th ultimo takes issue 
rather sharply with Messrs. Neill Bros.’ cotton es- 
timates, and throws out sundry ‘danger signals” 
as tothe future course of speculation, which we 
give for what they may be worth, as follows: 

Messrs. Neill Bros. have reduced their estimates 
by ~00,000 bales, and they now look for only 6,300, 
OCO to 6,500,000. or an average of 6,400,000. But in 
this they have merely adjusted sant figures to 
those of the cotton exch ange and the agricultural 
bureau, and brought themselves w ithia the range 
of 6,250,000 to 6,500,000, which for weeks past has 
been a popular estimate. The curious part of the 
business is (and one which will diminish the au- 
thority of Messrs. Neill’s estimates sae fiiture) that 
while the bureau and cotton exchange could giy e 
6,100,000 a month ago. Messrs. Nei i] 1 shou ld sta 
after these two authorities with 6.609.000 to 6,800, 000 
on the 16th, followed one week later by 6,500,000 to 
6,700,000, and now by 6.300.000 to 6.500.000 with a 
leaning toward 6,300,000'—a range of 1,500,000 to 
6,500,000 within a period of twenty-three days! 
Now, if the crop was 6.700,000 on November 16 it is 
so still, and if itis right to estimate it at 6,100,000 
or under today it was wrong to estimate it at yd 
000 to 6,800,000 three weeks ago. Nothing whate, 
has happened to justify such a reduction as that 
published by Messrs. Neill unless their original es- 
timate was a mistake. The cireumstances of the 
1850-1 crop weré very cimila rto those of the pres- 
entcrop. The opening estimates (including that 
of Messrs. NeilJ) started at 6.500.000 to 6.600.000, but 
early in December Messrs. Neil! reduced their esti- 
mate to 6,000,000 to 6,100,000 (some-authorities going 
as low as 5,800,000.) Lut the crop reached 6,539,009, 
and Messrs. Neill claimed to be correct all the time. 
Who is tosay that a similar experience will not be 
witnessed this season? Curiously enough. the 
weather in December, 1580, was very similar to 
that at present existing in the south. People then 
thought that the crop was ended and that the 
vield would not reach 6,000,000 bales. As to the 
probable future course of prices, a pause would not 
be at all surprising after arise of 5-15d per pound. 
especially, as already pointed out. as the advance 
has brought quotations up to 5'4d against a gener- 
ally anticipated 434 to 44d. Cuution is the- more 
necessary asthe recent rise isdue chiefly to the 
operations of outside operators at New York who 
have come in from the steck and produce ex- 
changes. There is nothing absolutely dan; gerous 
about present prices, but spisners heaving this yy cek 
taken 87,630 bales in addition ‘to.their previo. 
hé€avy supplies, are ina fairly independent posi» 
tion, and the unexpected is more likely to be 
against than in favor of the market. A few weet 
ago the most sanguine bull did net venture to hope 
for more than 54d, but August delivery is already 
verging on 57-16d; the highest price touched last 
season for any position, spots or otherwire. More- 
over, even if the crop is only 6.400,000, there are 
Still at least 3,200,000 bales to be sold by. America. 
Then, the Indian crop proniises to be larger than 
was once thought likely. The Egyptian eipts 
are small, but the reduction isdue to the paucity 
of water in the canal, and this will be remedied 
next week orthe week after. Finally it is said 
that Brazilian supplies ure going to be almost 
double what they were last season. We merely 
point these matters out because of the inflamma- 
tory condition of the market. Trade isin a sound 
condition, and the prices may go higher, but as a 
maticr of fact yarns and cloth have not resnonded 
to the risein cotton, and until they do the more 
cotton people buy ihe worse it will be for the buy- 
crs—at least judging from former experien

‘A LIVELY COURT SCENE 


BOUT BETWEEN GENERAL GAR- 
TRELL AND SOLICITOR HILL,’ 


These Two Distinguished Lawyers Almost Come to 
EBlows—W hea About to Ciinch the Officers Part 
Them-The Court Catle the Two Attor- 
neys to Order and Quiet Restored. 


The superior court room was yesterday after- 
noon the scene of an intensely dramatic inci- 
cent, which greatly disturbed the usually se- 
1ene atmosphere of that tribunal. Judge Rich- 
ard H. Clark was presiding over the court. 
The case of the state against Bully Artemus 
for murder was well under way. The prose- 
cution had placed upon the stand a number of 
witnesses.

MACON FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


An Interview With Hon. W. H. Felton On 
The Subject. 
Hon. W. H. Felton, the bright young mem- 


ber from Bibb, who is in the city attending the 


trial of some supreme court cases, was met by a 
CONSTITUTION reporter today, and interviewed 
on the Macon paid fire department question. 

In reply to the query as to its practicability, 
he said : 

“Yes, I think it is practicable. More than 
that, I think it amounts to an imperative ne- 
cessity in our city. ‘There we have acity with 
nearly ten millions of taxable property in- 
side the city limits, with a vast 
amount of public property not 
down on the tax books, and all subject to the 
ravages of disastrous conflagrations with only 
a volunteer organization in the way of protec- 
tion.” 

“The question seems to be whether you have 
the necessary funds available.” 

“That, of course, is the principal point at 
issue. I contend that we have the means at 
our-disposal. The passage of the recent Huff 
bil], modifying the bond commission, will place 
at the disposal of jhe mayor and council thirty 
to thirty-five thousand dollars.” 

“But thissum is appropriated by certain 
specifications in the bill, to street and park im- 
provements.” 

“That is all very true, but my view of the 
case is, that while this is so appropriated and 
can be used for no other purpose, the appropri- 
ations heretofore made for the streets and park, 
with the sum paid the volunteer department, 
will form a fair nucleus upon which to organize 
the department. Then, with proper economy, 
the council may keep it up with littie trouble. 

[think enough money may be made avail- 
able to organize at least two companies which 
will be ample protection for the present. 
The property interests of the city demand ad- 
equate protection, and unless it is granted we 
are threatened with a burden in the way of 
increased rates of insurance, which is a state 
of affairs not atlall agreeable,” 

“Hew about the position of the volunteer 
firemen?” 

“Well, I believe that they are entirely earn- 
est in their advocacy of the establishment of a 
paid department. Such men as Georgo Price 
and L.M. Jones are in favor of it and are 
working for it, and I believe they voice the 
sentiment of the young men of Macon.” 

‘There seems to be some delay on the part 
of the bond commission!” 

“TI think that this delay only shows that the 


Pcommission is desirous of feeling its way with 


proper caution, so that no action on the part of 
the commission shall render its actions liable 
to public criticism, As for the question as to 
whether the bond commission, in handling the 
funds of the city according to the specifications 
of the bill, shall become liable to taxation as a 
banking institution, I do not for a moment 
harbor any such idea. So -far as I am 
able to understand the matter, the commission 
will be no more amenable to the laws which 
regulate banking corporations than any citizen 
of the state, holding money in trust and in- 
vesting the same, secured by proper collaterals 
and securities. I regard the bond commission 
in the same light that I do such trustees, exec- 
utors or administrators. 

“If the commission were to go into the busi- 
ness of loaning money, receiving deposits and 
making discounts, it would then be subject to 
taxation, but as it only deals with the funds of 
a corporation, held in trust, I cannot see how 
any banking rules and regulations can affect 
it.’ 


Mr. Felton is regarded as a brilliant man 
among his fellow-legislators, and during his 
brief career as a politician he has made many 
warm friends and ardent admirers in Atlanta 
and the state at large.
